co2dingly do by this onr P2oclamation direct and require 11s Majeſties Judges : 
1n their reſpective Circuits, and alſo His Pajeſties juſtices of peace in their 
reſpective Connties, tat they do take care at the reſpective Aſ13es and Seſſions 
hereafter to be held, ti:at no G2and jury ſhall offer, no? any Clerk of the Crovon, 
62 Clerk of the peace ſhall receive any indictment, except foz Felony, o2 Treaſon, 
02 any preſentment hereafter to be made, without the name of the p2oſecuto?, 
with the addition of his quality andplaceol abode therennto annered, (o the end 
that it upon tryal it ſhall appeare to the Court, that the (aid indictment o2 P2e- 
{entment was malicious, the ſaid pzoſecuto2 may be puniſhed accozding to aa” 
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fo2 ſuch p2olſecution. And whereas the aſcertaining and publiſhing of the Fees 
of the above named Officers may tend much to the caſe and quiet of His 45a: 
zelties Subjects, and tothe pzeventing of all undue eractions npon them3-le 
have thought fit herewith topubliſh the eſtabliſhment made of Fees due to the 
ſaid Officers in the time of the ZLo2d Uice-count Grandiſons Government in this 
L.ingdome and hereunder mentioned, which Eſtabliſhment - (Cle do (trictly re: 
quire to be obſerved, and that the ſame be affired in ſome publick place at every 
Allizes and quarter Seffions, andthat no Clerke of the Crown, Clerke of the 
peace, Sherift 62 Gaoler under the pain and penalty of erto2tion do take other, 
02 g2eater Fees than arc therein Eſtabliſhed, erceptonely.in (uch caſes, where by 
any Statute other FeeSare allowed to the ſaid Officers ; And whereas there 
hath beena Fee of Ten ſhillings uſually taken by His Bajeſties Juſtices of 
Alltze , upon the tender of any Lravers toſuch Jndictments o2 Preſertments 
as have been found befozethem, whichdoth occaſion an increaſe of charge to Vis 
Majelties Subjects, who are often found innocent nupori their T ryals, and doth 
hinder many perſons trom traverſing ſich Yndictments and P2eſentment3asg are 
cauſeleſly pzolecuted againſt them, the charge of being acquitted upon ſuch tra- 
verſes being commonlylo g2eat, thatit is uſually moze eaſy to ſubmit to a ſinall 
fine fo2 ſuch oftences, whereof they are really not guilty, than to traverſe ſuch 
Jndictments And we having conferred with tis Jajcitics Yudges herein, 
they have freely and unanimouſly offered fo2 the further caſe of His Majelties 
Subjects to remit thelaid Fee of Lenſhillings, which hathbeen fozmerly taken 
by them upontthe tendering of luch traverſes, whereof we Have thought fit to 
give this publick notice to all perſons, rho ſhall be hercafrer concerned therein. 
.- And whereas we are into2med that the Offices of. Clerke of the Crown. and 
Clerke of the peace are oftenlet to Farme in ſeveral Counties of this K1ngdoine, 
which is not onely illegal, butalſo very inconvenient, and by reaſon thereof tic 
erecution of theſaid offices is often committed to inſufficient perſons, Jndict- 
ments and Pzeſentments are multiplyed, and undne Fees are eracted, Cle have 
thought fit hereby to require His Majeſties Judges of All13e, ard Fultices of 
the peaceof the reſpective Counties of this Kingdome to take care. that none of 
the ſaid offices be let to farme, o2erecuted by any perſons, who do farme the ſame. 
but that the ſame be erecuted cither by the reſpective Paientees of the ſaid Dt 
ces, 02 by (:1ch able and ſufficient (wozne Deputies, as ſhall be app2oved and al- 
lowed of by the ſaid judges and juſtices. And in all caſes where it ſhatl appear 
to the ſaid judges o2 juſtices, that any Jndictinents oz Preieniments are maliti- 


oufiy p2olecuted betoze them, they are hereby Tequired to p20cecd with all the (cve-' 


rity that the laws will adinit againſt ſuch pzoſecuto?s, and allo to certifi; unto 


(1s the naineg ot [uch perſons, who ſhall ſomalitioufiy pzolecute anyſuch Preſent: 


11ents 02 Pndictments, £0 the end they map be p2oceeded againſt and puniſhed, 
as diſturbers of the publick peace of chis Kingdome + And the laid judges and 
juſtices are alſo. from time to time to certifie unto 1s the names of fuch 
Clerks of the Crown, and Clerks of the Peace, as ſhall .continne con- 
trary to this our P2oclamation to let to Farme their ſaid Offices, o2 ſhall 
neglect 02 retuſe to erecute their ſaid Offices themſelves, o2 by ſuch able and 


ſufficient Deputies, as by theſajd Judges and Juſtices ſhall be app:oved amd. 


allowed of ; And His Þajelties Judges of Allize in the ſeveral Counties of 


their reſpective Circuits, are to cauſe this P2oclamation and the ſaid Eſtabliſh-. 


ment of Fees, tobe openly read inthe hearing of the Conntrey at the publick 
Alſizes in every County, and the julkices of the Peace inevery County are to do 
the like at the Quarter-Scfſions.
